Upon these shoes all vessels rest at 


low tide. It frequently happens, how- 
ever, that a vessel does not get her shoe 
snugly on, so to speak, and if a strong 
wind comes -when she is thus ill bal- 
anced, over she goes into the mad, to be 
buried forty feet under the next rising 
tide.—New York Sun.
